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Southwick School Board Delays 
Action On Computer Bids

Southwick: Members of the Southwick School Com¬ 
mittee agreed to hold off further action on micro¬ 
computer bids until representatives of Commodore and 
Atari companies can demonstrate the various features 
of their individual equipment for the board 

In a move to promote computer literacy among 
Southwick students, the School Committee is consider¬ 
ing purchase of five computers for the high school ond 
one for Powder Mill School with Title IV-B funds. 

The low bid, submitted by the Small Computer Com¬ 
pany of East Longmeadow, was $6,935 for purchase of 
Commodore Pet units. 

Following investigation into three major brands of 
computer equipment, Superintendent of Schools 
Louis Josselyn recommended acceptance of the Small 
Computer Company's low bid on the Commodore 
model. 

John Whalley, a Southwick resident and computer 
science teacher at Agawam High School for the past 
thirteen years, addressed the board Tuesday night, 
asking members to consider purchasing Atari equip 
ment "because of its value as o teaching tool." 

Although Whalley had submitted a bid for Com¬ 
modore which fell mid-range, he noted, "The Com¬ 
modore is a good business machine, but is not design 
ed to capture and maintain students' interest like the 
Atari." 

Whalley, who works with all three brands of com¬ 
puters, explained that he submitted a bid on the Com 
modore with which he is affiliated "in order to con 
vince the (local advisory) committee that I am not 
financially involved with Atari However, I strongly 
believe that the Atari is better suited for the school 
situation." 

He added that the Atari has more built-in 
capabilities and is a more durable machine for school 
use. He noted also that the Agawam school system 
presently has fifteen Ataris with which they are pleas- 


Following Whalley's presentation, the board voted 
3-1 not to accept the low bid on the Commodore as 
recommended. Voting in favor of the low bid was Jef¬ 
frey Youens. 

Demonstrations of both the Atari and Commodore 
models are planned for the next regularly scheduled 
meeting of the School Committee on March 16th 


In other business, the committee appointed High 
School Vice Principal J. Paul Meagher as acting prin 
cipal until Alexander Prew, who is recuperating from 
heart surgery, returns The appointment is for approx¬ 
imately 8 weeks. 

Michael Camerota, social studies teacher at the high 
school, was appointed acting vice principal for the 
same time. The appointments are effective immediate- 


Dr. Josselyn reported that both Granville and 
Tolland will send their students to Southwick schools 
next September as they have in the past. The two 
towns had considered sending approximately 120 
students elsewhere after the local committee raided tui¬ 
tion rates. 

The committee voted 3-1 against allowing Maureen 
Dupre a leave of absence from her co-curricular posi 
lion as high school girls track coach According to 
committeeman Jeffrey Youens, leave policy applies to 
full time positions Co-curricular positions are ap 
pointed yearly, he said 

In another matter, Powder Mill teacher Elizabeth 
Marcinowski was granted maternity leave until May 1 

Marie Gannon was appointed permanent substitute 
special needs teacher to replace Deberles Rice at 
Woodland School. Ms. Gannon is a 1980 graduate of 
Westfield State College and is certified to teach special 
needs students.

$4,300 Raised By

A champagne party fundraiser held Sunday at the 
Suffield Inn added $4,300 to the "Food For Poland" 
coffers.

Lewis Cannon, Treasurer of the Town of Suffield, 
has announced that the town sold $1,170,000 in bonds 
at a new interest cost of 8.99%,reflecting the lowest in¬ 
terest rate by a Connecticut municipality since Oc¬ 
tober, 1980. The bonds were sold to finance a portion 
of town's four-and-a-half million dollar sewer program. 

The winning bid was submitted by Roosevelt and 
Cross of New York City and Colonial Bank and Trust of 
Waterbury, Connecticut. 

Second place bid was submitted by Connecticut 
Bank and Trust Company of Hartford at a net interest 
cost of 9.09%. A total of seven bids was submitted 
with the highest bid being 9.47%. 

The bid was termed outstandingly successful by the 
town's financial advisor Robert A Stanley, vice- 
president of Connecticut Bank and Trust Company. 

Stanley went on to say that the rate was reflective of 
the town's maintaining an Aa rating by Moody's In¬ 
vestors Service of New York and of the town's sound 
financial position making it possible for the debt to be 
of short duration.

Suffield: Arbitration recently settled the contract 
dispute between the Suffield Education Association 
(SEA) and the town's Board of Education. The problem 
of how to disperse salary increases to the 142 teachers 
in the association was resolved in favor of SEA pro 
posals. 

Board members had previously stated that salaries 
for beginning teachers should be high enough to be 
competitive with other schools in the area in order to 
attract new talent. Disagreement on dispersement of 
salary increases led to submission of the dispute to bin¬ 
ding arbitration. 

Arbitration approved the contract increasing 
salaries 19.2% over the next two years: $252,439 or 
9.3% for the year 1982-'83 and $293,717 or 9.9% in¬ 
crease for the following year. 

Presently teachers -with master's degrees plus 45 
graduate credits gain an increase of 9.7% for two 
years and 10.4% the third year. Teachers without 
graduate credit receive annual increments between 6 
and 7%

Independents 
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Cable TV Coming To Southwick

Southwick: Residents can be receiving cable televi¬ 
sion "by the time the kids are out of school" according 
to Roderick Macleod, president of Commonwealth 
Cablevision of Massachusetts, Inc. Macleod told 
selectmen iast Wednesday that planning stages are 
completed and construction crews are ready to begin 
stringing lines here Monday. Selectmen approved the 
final license. 

Approximately 86% of the town will be serviced by 
the Westfield firm, including apartment complexes on 
the designated streets. According to Macleod, 
residents enrolling during the initial stage will not be 
charged an installation fee. Monthly rates will be $8.75 
each for basic cable channels and Home Box Office. 
Other options area also available, he said. 

At the Wednesday hearing, questions were raised 
concerning areas that will not be initially served, 
especially where regular television reception is poor. 
According to Macleod, the company usually installs in 
areas with 40 or more homes to a mile "in order to at 
least break even." 

He said services to sparcely settled sections would 
have to be subsidized by customers in other areas and 
that would not be fair. He added that if homeowners in 
an area not planned for service so desire, they can ask 
the company to install at a higher rate than is usually 
charged. 

Francis Ehrhardt of Kline Road, also chairman of the 
Finance Committee, felt that the cablevision company 


should be obliged to make a commitment within a 
definite time frame to install in the remaining parts of 
town. Ehrhardt said that this company will be the only 
one serving Southwick and they should, therefore, take- 
care of the entire community. 

Commonwealth Cablevision serves qbout 28,000 
families in Agawam, Holyoke, Granby, South Hadley, 
West Springfield, and Westfield. The Southwick con¬ 
tract will provide for service to 2,128 units and run for 
fifteen years. Macleod said he does not see any rate in¬ 
crease in the near future and that rates locally will be 
the same as Westfield's.

Trust & Custodial Accounts 

Many people are confused about the differences bet¬ 
ween Trust Accounts for a child and Custodial Ac¬ 
counts. While they share some common features, they 
are designed for different uses. Knowing which ac¬ 
count to use can make an important difference to 
customers. 

Trustee Accounts are set up to establish control of 
funds that are intended to be given to a minor on his or 
her 18th birthday. Control of the funds is retained by 
the Trustee. The intention of giving the funds to the 
minor can be revoked by the Trustee ot any time before 
the minor's-18th birthday. 

The minor is the beneficiary of the Trust, but is not 
the owner of the account. The account belongs to the 
Trustee, and therefore, carries the Trustee's social 
security number. The Trustee may pay income tax on 
the interest earned by the Trust Account. 

Custodial Accounts are established under the Con¬ 
necticut Uniform Gifts to Minor's Act. The accounts 
ore established to control the use of funds that are the 
property of a minor until the minor reaches the age of 
21 . 

The significant difference between Trustee and 
Custodial Accounts is the fact that the funds are the 
property of the minor at the time a deposit is made and 
the Custodian cannot revoke the decision. The minor is 
both the beneficiary and the owner of the account. 

The Custodian can exercise control of the funds, but 
the funds are to be used only for the benefit of the 
minor. Custodial Accounts carry the social security 
number of the minor and the minor pays any income 
tax that is due on the interest the account earns. 

Parents, grandparents, and relatives who wish to 
make gifts to minors should be especially aware of the 
differences between Trust and Custodian Accounts.

Southwick: Les Carpenter, president of Boost Our 
Southwick Schools (B.O.S.S.), told the School Commit¬ 
tee last Tuesday that his group has raised $4,700 of its 
$5,000 goal for funds to support extra-curricular ac¬ 
tivities whose accounts have been cut since Proposi¬ 
tion 2% took effect. 

Composed primarily of parents, the group has held 
several fundraisers since its formation last spring. 
Carpenter reported their Winter Carnival was very well 
attended, and the group hopes to make it an annual af¬ 
fair. 

School Committeemen Thomas Ferrazono com¬ 
mended the organization, saying, "the great effort of 
the group has to be noted." 

Carpenter said, "We have been disappointed with 
the lack of support from teachers and administration 
for our group's efforts. We would especially like 
teacher involvement because they know how to get 
through to kids." 

He added, "We are working hard to help their system 
as well as ours." 

Exactly how or when the B.O.S.S. funds would be us¬ 
ed is still undecided, but Business Director Kenneth 
Johnson said the $13,000 budgeted for athletics was 
nearly gone. He noted the program is living off the 
revolving account which has previously been used for 
future purchases. 

Johnson said user fees will help support the spring 
sports program, but Superintendent of Schools Louis 
Josselyn pointed out that such fees have tended to 
discourage extensive student participation. 

Johnson predicted that next year will be "tough 
because we will not have anything to start with."

Japanese Culture 
Brought To Life At 
Powder Mill School

Southwick: Fourth-grade students at Powder.Mill 
School culminated six weeks of preparation and study 
by transforming their classroom into a guided tour of 
Japan for visitors. 

The idea for such a project came three years ago to 
their teacher, Mrs. Kathy Arduini, who felt her students 
should experience other countries and cultures Over 
the years, several attractions have been added to 
create an interesting and full itinerary 

As part of their project, students study about Japan, 
work on displays, and make exhibits. Dressed in bright¬ 
ly colored, handmade kimonos, the children greeted 
visitors with the standard Jopanese word, 
"konpiciwa." At every table, an enthusiastic fourth 
grader explained his or her exhibit. 

A favorite among the youngsters was 
demonstrating the art of eating with chopsticks Pa¬ 
tiently, they tried to pick up miniature marshmallows, 
oriental-style, and smiled widely when their efforts 
were rewarded with a sweet treat. 

Visitors were encouraged to practice calligraphy, a 
Japanese form of writing done with paints and brushes. 
As Japanese children must learn 1,350 signs before 
they are allowed to graduate from school, Powder Mill 
students soon learned to appreciate our 26-letter 
alphabet. In one corner of the room, a slide 
demonstration showed several historial sites in Japan. 
Native items such as coins, fans, and ornate tea ser¬ 
vices displayed the beautiful artwork of the country 

Japanese craftmanship was exhibited in the form of 
Carp kites, made of tissue paper in the shape of a fish; 
window screens, also made of tissue paper which was 
pressed between pieces of wax paper; and Hina dolls, 
made of paper and intended to ward off illnesses. 

Though history and geography comprise a major 
part of this cultural project, elements Of the Japanese 
language were also employed. Trying their hands at 
Haiku, the Japanese form of poetry consisting of three 
unrhymed lines specifically structured to create a 
single image, gave students a chance to expeiiment 
with word rhythm to convey an idea. 

Students also learned some Japanese folk tales and 
games, such as "fukuwaru," which is similar to our Pin 
the Tale on the Donkey but asks the participants to 
create a face by putting on features while blindfolded. 

Fellow teacher Mrs. Debbie Woodford assisted in the 
preparation of this program for visitors, sharing Mrs 
Arduini's opinion on opening up a whole new world to 
their students. As Mrs. Arduini said, "I want my 
students to become aware of the world beyond 
Southwick."
